- McGill. In the light of these appointments it might be 
useful to examine this organization and assess its 
value. Presumably when the Key was- founded in 
the 1925-26 session, and patterned after the Dartmouth 
Green Key, two objectives must have been envisaged. 
Firstly, the establishment of an honour society would 
recognize those students-who have excelled in extra- 

> curricular contribution and achievement and would 
provide an Incentive to others. Secondly, the student 
society required a group of volunteers to welcome 
visiting. teams and individuals, to meet foreign stu- 
dents, to usher at Molson Stadium and generally to 
aid at university functions by ushering and maintaining 
order.

Mr. Ted Johnston, past Presi- 
dent of CUP, outlined the histo- 
fy of the organization and stress- 
ed the need for development 
when he gave the first major 
address of ‘the conference. . 


. He told the assembled delega- 


tes that although CUP -is 24. 


years old, the national office 
was only established in 1958 and 
that also in that year the firat 
full’ scale national conference 
was held. He commented on the 
improvement in student papers 
since the national office was 
established and national confer- 
ences held. He also mentioned 
the intangible benefits of the 
conference—getting to know fel- 
low-editors and the discussion 
of common interests and prob- 


lems, 


The duties of the national 


President have, due to the in- 
creasing demands of the mem- 


ber papers, become exceeding: . 
ly heavy. It has been necessary 


for him to attend regional con- 
ferences, maintain public rela- 
tions, read all the publications 
of the member papers, and sin- 
gle-handed to provide a wire 
service that satisfies the needs 
of all members, including the 
dailies who require “hot news” 
and the weeklies who require 
feature material. For this work, 


his -annual salary to date has 
been approximately $420. 


At the conference it became 
increasingly evident. that one 
person cannot be expected to 
handle all of the above duties, 
For example if the President 
was busy out of town at a re- 
gional conference, and the Na- 
tional office closed, any import- 
ant news that arrived at the of: 
fice at that time would be dis- 
regarded until he returned at 
which time the news would be 
too old to publish.

Why Fees Are Higher 


membership fee plus a 2.5 cents 
per capita levy on the total stu- 
dent enrolment and that-the 


total fee not exceed $450. 


The ceiling of $450 met some 
slight opposition from the smal- 
ler papers, but the delegates as 
a whole accepted the resolution, 


The maximum fee ensured that 
the larger universities would 


not have to “carry” the smaller 
ones as they have done in the 


past, and that they would not ha-’ 


ve to pay an exorbitantly high 
rate for the same services re- 
ceived by other smaller univer- 
sities. The gap between the lar 
ger universities’ fee and that of 
the smaller ones, as the rates 
stand now, will decrease as en- 
rolment in the smaller universi- 
ties increases.

The revenue expected by the 


_ National Office in the year 1963- 


64 will be minimum of $6,070, 
to be allotted as follows : travel 
and representation $500, tele- 
phone $800, postage and mail- 
ing $800, office supplies $25, 
rent $900, exchange and inte- 
rest $10, cleaning $100, depre- 
ciation $30, part-time clerical 
help (in the absence of the Pre- 
sident) $555, and contingencies 
$350. The salary of the Presi- 


dent was budgeted at $2,000. 


With this new budget the 
members hope to strengthen 


the organization so that it may 
provide a more effective wire 


service, besides acting eventual 
ly as a truly representative or 
gan of Canadian student publ 


cations.

This log was to be brought in- 
to the lord’s manor before sun- 
down on Christmas Eve, It was 
placed ceremoniously in the 
hearth, lit precisely at sundown 
and kept aflame until sunrise 


when it was extinguished. It was 


then kept in the back of the fire 
where it would not burn until 
Twelfth Night,

There was, of 
course, St. Nicholas, an early 
Dutch bishop who was very thin, 
rather austere, and rode on a 
horse that looked: like a bag of 
bones. He has only two claims to
